 Assumptions: 
 

• Currently, Tenn. Code Ann. § 56-7-120 authorizes the assignment of 

benefits for any benefits that were provided after July 1, 1992.  This bill 
deletes the provision authorizing benefits after July 1, 1992 to include 

all insured benefits. 

• The Department of Commerce and Insurance will be responsible to 

administer and enforce the provisions of the bill.  Such will not result in 
a significant increase in state expenditures.   
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
